62. A computerized prepress method comprising: 

storing on a server computer system a computerized prepress software system, 
wherein the prepress software system includes a document autlioring program 
downloadable from the server to a client computer, the program having one or more 
authoring tools used to create an electronic document; 

wherein the downloaded program executes in a web browser of the client 
computer and displays the electronic document in WYSIWYG fomi to the user of the 
client computer, and at-least one of the authoring tools has one or more functions that 
allows a user to select and edit at least one element of the electronic document while at 
least a portion of the electronic document is simultaneously displayed; 

the software system further configured to provide that at least one of the authoring 
tools is adapted to create an electronic document using the client computer, and that the 
electronic document is uploaded to the server computer system in a form allowing a 
translation component to create a prepress format file s6 that when the prepress fomiat 
file is used to produce a document the document is consistent with the WYSIWYG fomi 
displayed to the user on the client computer, and so that the user need not be concerned 
with creating a prepress format file, and further so that the authored electronic document 
can be processed into a prepress forniat file; 

downloading the authoring program from the sen er computer system to the client 

computer; 

the user using at least one authoring tool of the downloaded program at the client 
computer to create an electronic document; 

uploading the electronic document to the server computer system. 



63. The computerized prepress n^ethod of claim 62, wherein the client computer and 
the server computer are communicatively coupled to one another through the hiternet. 
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64. The computerized prepress meUiod of claim 62, wherein the client computer and 
the server computer are communicatively coupled to one another through an intranet. 

65. The computerized prepress method of claim 62, wherein the client computer and 
the server computer are communicatively coupled to one another through an extranet. 

66. (Amended) The computerized prepress method of claim 62, comprising the additional 
steps of sending log-on infomialion regarding a user from a client computer to the server 
computer systems over the hitemet and authenticating the user at the server computer 
system. 

67. The computerized prepress method of claim 62, wherein the authoring program 
downloaded from the seiner computer system to the client computer is coded in a 
language selected from the group essentially comprising Perl, lava, C--, C, and ActiveX. 

68. The computerized prepress method of claim 62, wherein the electronic document 
is selected from the group essentially comprising a business card, a letterhead, an 
envelope, and a brochure. 

69. The computerized prepress method of claim 62, wherein the authoring program 
comprises a color palate area to select a color from a palette of colors. 

70. The computerized prepress method of claim 69, wherein the palette of colors 
comprises the palette of colors available from one selected from the group essentialaly 
comprising Pantone, Toyo, Focaltone, and Tru-Match. 

71 The computerize prepress method of claim 62, wherein using one of the authoring 
tools of the authoring program at the client computer to create an electronic document 
comprises sending desired text from the client computer to the server computer system 
for translation into an image and sending the image from the sen-er computer system 
back to the client computer. 
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72. The computerized prepress method of claim 7 1 , wherein the image is in a fomiat 
selected from the group essentially comprising GIF, TIFF, and JPEG. 

73. The computerized prepress method of claim 7 1 , wherein the image has a 
maximum resolution of 4:1. 

74. The computerized prepress method of claim 62, wherein the document includes 
one or more images, at least one of the images being in a format selected from the group 
essentially comprising encapsulated PostScript. TIFF, GIF, and JPEG. 

75. The computerized prepress method of claim 74, wherein at least one of the images 
has a maximum resolution of 1 : 1 . 

76. The computerized prepress method of claim 62, wherein the di fferent format file 
is selected from a group essentially comprising PostScript, HTML, PDF, and PostScript 
Extreme. 

77. Tlie computerized prepress method of claim 62, further including distributing the 
prepress fonnat file to a location remote from the server computer system for printing at 
the remote location. 

78. The computerized prepress method of claim 77, wherein the electronic mail is 
MIME-compliant 



79. A computerized prepress system comprising: 

a server having stored thereon a computerized prepress software system including 
a document authoring program downloadable from the server to a client computer, the 
program having one or more authoring tools used to create an electronic document; 

wherein the downloaded program executes in a web browser of the client 
computer and displays the electronic document in WYSIWYG fonn to the user of the 
client computer, and at least one of the authoring tools has one or more functions that

allows a user to select and edit at least one element of the electronic document while at 
least a portion oFthe electronic document is simultaneously displayed; 

the sofhvare system further configured to provide that at least one of tlie authoring 
tools is adapted to create an electronic document using the client computer, and that the 
electronic document is uploaded to the server computer system in a fomi allowing a 
translation component to create the prepress fomiat file so that when the prepress format 
file is used to produce a document the document is consistent with the WYSIWYG form 
displayed to the user on the client computer, and so that the user need not be concerned 
with creating a prepress format file. 

80. The computerized prepress method of claim 79, wherein the server, the client and 
the printer are communicatively coupled to one another through the Internet. 

81 . The computerized prepress method of claim 79, wherein the server, the client and 
the printer are communicatively coupled to one another through an intranet. 

82. The computerized prepress method of claim 79, wherein the server, the client and 
the printer are communicatively coupled to one another through an extranet. 

83. The computerized prepress system of claim 79, wherein the server comprises an 
Internet world-widc-web server. 

84. The computerized prepress system of claim 79, wherein the server comprises and 
intranet world-wide-web server. 

85. The computerized prepress system of claim 79, wherein the server comprises an 
e.xtranet world-vv-ide-web sei-\'er. 

86. The computerized prepress system of claim 79, wherein the authoring program 
runs on the client in an Internet world-wide-web browser program. 
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87. The computerized prepress system of claim 79, vvliercin the browser program is 
selected From the group essentially, comprising Netscape Navigator and Microsoft 
fnlernet Explorer. 

88. The computerized prepress system of claim 79. wherein the authoring program 
runs on the client in an intranet world-wide-wed browser program. 

89. The computerized prepress system of claim 79, wherein the authoring program 
runs on the client in an extranet worldwide-web browser program. 

90. The computerized prepress system of claim 79, wherein the authoring program is 
coded in a language selected from the group essentially comprising Perl, .lava, C, 
and ActiveX. 

91. The computerized prepress system of claim 79, wherein the electronic document 
is selected from the group essentially comprising a business card, a letterhead, an 
envelope, and a brochure. 

92. The computerized prepress system of claim 79, wherein the authoring program 
comprises a color palette area to select a color from a palette of colors. 

93 The computerized prepress system of claim 79, wherein the suitable prepress 
format file is selected from a group essentially comprising PostScript, HTML, PDF, and 
PostScript Extreme. 

94. The computerized prepress system of claim 79, wherein the printer receives the 
document from the server via an electronic mail to which the document is included as an 
attachment. 

95. A client computer comprising: 
a processor; 
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a computer-readable medium; 
a communications device; 

an operating environment program comprising a web browser executed by the 
processor from the medium; and 

an authoring program having one or more authoring tools used to create an 
electronic document, the program being downloaded from a server to the client through 
the communications device, wherein the downloaded program executes in the web 
browser and displays the electronic document in WYSIWYG form to the user, and at 
least one of tiie authoring tools has one or more functions that allows a user lo select and 
edit at least one element of the electronic document while at least a portion of the 
electronic document is simultaneously displayed; 

further wherein the authoring program is adapted to provide that the authoring ^ 
tools create an electronic document and that the electronic document is uploaded to the 
server computer system in a fonn allowing a translation program to create the prepress 
format file so that when the prepress fonnac file is used lo produce a document the 
document is consistent with the WYSIWYG image displayed to the user on the client 
computer by the authoring program, and so that the user need only be concerned with 
authoring the electronic document and not with creating a prepress format file. 

96. The client computer of claim 95, wherein the computer-readable medium is 
selected from the group essentially comprising memory and a nonvolatile storage 
medium. 

97. The client computer of claim 95, wherein the communications device is selected 
from the group essentially comprising a modem and a network card. 

98. The client computer of claim 95, wherein the operating environment program 
comprises an Internet world-wide-web browser. 

99. The client computer of claim 95, wherein the operating environment program 
comprises an intranet world-wide-browser program. 
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1 00. The client computer of claim 95, wherein the operating environment program 
comprises an extranet world-wide-browser program 

101. A server computer system comprising: 
a processor; 

a computer-readable medium; 
a communications device; 

an authoring program stored on the computer-readable medium for downloading 
through the communications device to a client computer and used by a client computer to 
create an electronic document, wherein the authoring program includes one or more 
document authoring tools and further wherein at least some of the authoring tools are 
adapted to create an electronic document; 

wherein tlie downloadable authoring program is adapted to execute in a web 
browser of the client computer and display the electronic document hi WYSIWYG fomi 
to the user of the client computer, and at least one of the authoring tools has one or more 
functions that allow a user to select and edit at least one element of the electronic 
document while at least a portion of the electronic document is simultaneously displayed; 

the authoring program adapted to provide that the authoring tools create an 
electronic document and that the electronic document is uploaded to the server computer 
system in a form allowing a translation program to create the prepress format file so that 
when the prepress format file is used to produce a document the documenr is consistent 
with a WYSIWYG image displayed to the user on the client computer by the authoring 
program, and so that the user need not be concerned with creating a prepress format file. 

1 02. The server computer system of claim 101, wherein the computer-readable 
medium is selected from the group essentially comprising memory and a nonvolatile 
storage medium. 

1 03 . The server computer system of claim 101, wherein the communications device is 
selected from the group essentially comprising a modem and a network card. 
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, 04 A compmer-readabic ,.edium having a computer program, stored thereon for 
downloading to a Cent computer fxon. a server computer system and for execution on 
the client computer whhin the client's web browser, the program comprismg mca.. for 
cveatin. a WYSIWYG document, which is uploaded from the client to the server through 
a communications device for translation to a suhable prepress format and submiss.on to a 



printer. 



1 05. A computer-readable medium having a computer program stored thereon for 
execution on a server computer system, the program comprising: 

means downloadable from a seiner computer to a client computer for creatmg a 
WYSIWYG document in the client's web browser, and, 

n.eans for translating the document to a suitable prepress format and for sendn.g 
the document as translated to a printer through a communications device of the server 



computer system. 
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
